Raised aa relaforcenents (or the 
271st Canadian Blege Battery (Mc- 
Oill), which haa been on the (irlnK 
Une In France since March last, the 
M com ' Siege Artillery Draft, com- 
manded by Captain Sir Stopford Brun- 
ton, Bart., and having 66 McGill men 
In. Its complement of 200, left Mont- 
real (or overseas on June 20. The 
draft commenced recruiting late In 
April, and on May 1 took over the 
McOllI Students' Union as quarters. 
The acquisition o( the students' club- 
house aa a barracks was responsible 
(or a certain easiness In recniltlnB, 
and it was not long: before the original 
strength of the draft, 160, waa. reach- 
ed, and a long 'waiting list ot appli- 
canta on record.

stores. Guards stood at the door of 
the building night and day, and the 
liugie rang out its summons at almost 
every hour. 

On June 16 orders were received 
that the unit would entrnin on the 
fallowing Wednesday. The men had 
already received last leave subsequent 
to the final' medical examination, and 
for the remainder of the period of 
their stay in Montreal were given light 
duty with an abundance of leave. The 
N.C.O. class, which had been train- 
ing at the Halifax forts, was recalled 
to Montreal, and the finishing touches 
put on the training of the men. On 
June 19 Sergeant Claxton shut up his 
Quartermaster's stores, and Bombar- 
dier Clark tidied up his canteen In 
the Hall Porter's booth, and the fol- 
lowing morning saw the draft up at 
five o'clock and busily at wb r |^paçt^ . 
Ing up their kit-bags and havefsaeka,'

"God 
Save the Xing" waa played during 
the drinking of the toaat 

Mr; Walah then atated that owing 
to the unavoidable detention of "Doc." 
Busby at Ottawa, he waa compelled 
to take the chair. On behalf of the 
"T." he welcomed all the out-of-town 
members of the Association, under- 
graduates and ' graduates alike, and 
reminded those present of the origin 
of Thanksgiving Day, when, in 1620, 
the Pilgrim Fathers of New England 
set aside, each year, one day on which 
to give thanlu for the harvest. We, 
said Mr. Walsh, should he very thank- 
ful this year that the Kaiser and his 
baby-killers had been kept away from 
the country by thoj^ef forts of the boys 
at the front. The speaker, after ex- 
pressing a hope that all present would 
often visit the. Hall and would become 
Interested in the work of the Y, Al. 
C. -A., introduced the chief guest of 
the evening. Dr. J, Douglas Adam, 
Professor of Hartford and Columbia 
Universities. Dr. Adam is recognized 
as one of the best speakers for stur 
dents on the continent, and tho fact 
that he hod Just returned from a vinit 
to the front In France made .'his ad- 
dress doubly Interesting. 

Dr. Adam, In beginning his speech, 
remarked that he had been quite com- 
fortably seated over a hot air regis- 
ter, this statement causing much 
amusement among his hearers, where- 
at the speaker stated that, being a 
professor, he should take himself ser- 
iously. In this connection he men- 
tioned a professor who entered hin 
class-room and announced that he had 
Just received a great honour, having 
been appolned physlclan-ln-ordlnary 
to ' Queen Victoria, After a stupefied 
silence, a wag In the rear of the room 
cried, "God Save the Queen." An- 
other Edinburgh professor was lec- 
„turing In the north of Scotland, and 
being conipelled to. change carriages 
at a Junction, found himself unable to 
remember the name of his destination. 
He sent a telegram to his wife, say- 
ing, "Where am I , going?" , His wife 
replied, "I don't know; look at your 
ticket!"

dents' Council by the Committee of Morals and Discipifbfl

dent leaders in the University, men— sh Dean Blackader said' last 
Friday night in his' appropriate address to the Freshmen — who have 
a keen sense of responsibility — earnest men, wishing to minister. 

It is this class of men that Old .McQill is. especially proud of, for 
they become in the end the 'leaders of Canadian life. They are the 
busiest men in the University; their time is limited, never wasted,

■pint of earnestness to continue the good work which former stu- 
dent leaders have left in their hands. 

The least we can do to-day is to put forth our best efforts, and 
insure as far as possible the bequest of former years to the genera- 
tion of students which will be called upon to lead not only McOill, 
but Canada, during the era of reconstruction. All of us cannot work

Students, as a rule, are apt to' impropérly emphasize the im- 
portance of the routine elass work in its bearing on their future 
success. We do not mean by this statement to set forth any ad- 
vvantage to be derived from a lack of application on the part of col- 
lege students to the details of class work, but rather to call attention 
'1:0:'ith|^:'^liiable opportunities in the experiences of college life for 
^the Acquisition of an eréct and manly ei^pression, and, last but by 
no mbklis least, that grit which enables one to play a seemingly los- 
ing game and smile. . . ' 

EVèry student owes it to himself to avoid that handicap of 
mfentàl and physical indifference which is known as "slouchiness," 
^nd to cultivate accuracy of thinking and acting. Alertness leads 
to an aiibeas of ease and bearing that distinguishes the natural lead- 
er from thoiie who make it a habit to follow. 

Poor .àttiçulation has been .the cause of many failures in busi- 
ness, ahd 'èôeiilil life where success seemed 'assured. A'-iiiastery 'of 
the basic principles of elocution; opening one's mouth to speak, will 
8pe.e4ily.put an end to the difficulties that lie in the path of the poor 
speaker. ' It is important that the proper^ habits of speaking be ac- 
quired before the end of the formatiVe period for, the reason that it 
is almost' impossible to correct improper manner of speech, there- 
after. - ! 

Accni^ry in thinkiiig is likewise a necessary asset to a suc- 
cessful career. Far too many students are satisfied with approxim- 
ate answers. Practice in co-ordinating ideas and expressing them 
tersely and clearly will be rapidly reflected in the ease with which 
others grasp thé matter which is intended to be conveyed. 

Grit; is, perhaps, the greatest asset of all of these. The ordih- 
iary ;stndent is not prepared for the rough edge of life. His" feel- 
ing ..are easily hurt, and he is ready>to throw up the spçnge at the 
-first jolt. , The idea of grit belongs in the school-room as well as on 
the campus and every student should, endeavor to acquire that 
which makes for real accomplishments in every walk of life. In 
short, one should keep the goal in mind and not remark the rough- 
ness of ■ thé road. — The Mississippian.

McOiil men do not seem to realise 
what a boon' they possess in the Un- 
ion. Time and again has this obser- 
vation been ;nade by mçmbera of the 
student body, and I have only to point 
to the appeal of Professor Caldwell, 
made a year ago. On .the occasion -of 
the dining room campaign, to present 
evidence that similar views are held 
by the Faculty, views concurred In by 
many a graduate who formerly ^earn- 
ed to look upon the Union, as the so- 
cial centre of the University. Xot so 
long ago the Upton was in fact, us 
well as in. name, the |-ecognised ren- 
dezvous of the student body. To ob- 
tain a game of billiards it was neees- 
8ary tu wait often for an extended 
perlcd, so busy were the tables; the 
piano was kept working overtime, and 
at almost any time uf the day or even- 
ing groups of students might be seen 
seated In the lounge or reaiilng rooms, 
discussing undergraduate affairs or 
engrossed in periodicals. A live ahd 
keen interest was taken by students 
of all years and claases, yet at that 
time the membership fee waa In ex- 
cess of that charged at present. 

What do we find now? Recently 1 
sat for un hour In the building with- 
out another member making his ap- 
pearance. Surely, Sir 'Wllllum • Mac- 
donaldf we're he alive, would count 
his efforts In behalf of the student 
body as of little profit. Also, there 
must be something radically the mat- 
ter with the students when they fall 
in so striking a manner to avail 
themselves of the privileges that are 
extended to them. 

Do undergraduates know that the 
University is annually put to con- 
siderable expense in order that the 
Union may be maintained for their 
benefit? The endowment fund is 
small and totally ' Inadequate to meet 
the deficit which in. recent years has 
been 'regularly Incurred. 

And are tijey aifare of the attrao- 
tions that thé Union has to offer T 
Man^ Freshmeni through .either tim- 
idity or ignorance, fall (q rei^llae that 
the Union exists* until several months 
of their college career have elapsed, 
and 'cases have been known in which 
Juniors and oveh Béntors'have admit- 
ted that their acquaintiuice' with the 
building has bçen of the most casual 
kind. ' One Medical' Senior last year 
professed' to. Jack knowledge even as 
to its whereabouts. From tases such 
as these it must regretfully be con- 
cluded that there are many students 
who do not realize the place which 
the Union should occupy In Univer- 
sity life, and who furthermore do riot 
wish to exert themselves to investi- 
gate. Of course, under the circum- 
stances, it is neither feasible nor ad- 
visable, to serve free beer in the 
basement or to stage a burlesque show 
In the lounge room, but It is possible 
to derive pleasure and benefit from 
such less riotous entertainment as the 
Union has to offer; and, better still, 
there is abundant opportunity for the 
attainment of good fellowship and for 
the development of a McOlll spirit 
reminiscent of the good old days. 

If. therefore, Freshmen wish to do 
something for tho body of which they 
form a part, they can do nothing bet- 
ter to that end than to drop in at the 
Union during their leisure hours, learn 
tq address, familiarly the hall porter 
and bllllards| marker respectively as 
"Bill" and "Tom," and partake of all 
the good things that the building has 
for them. By doing this they will. not 
only help the Union along financially, 
but they will 'also make President 
"Dan" and the other officers feel that 
the institution of ^hlch they form 
the executive is really justifying Its 
existence and conferring some benefit 
upon the student body.

Union Jack from the tablet, the con- 
gregation 'stood, whilst the organist 
played the "Last' Post" In the most

"Doug." as he Is best remembered 
by his numerous friends, during his 
college career was an ardent and popu- 
lar worker in all branches of the Uni- 
versity life.

Cran- 
well for advanced land scout flying. 

"I leave here shortly for on 

the .South coast, where I am' to take a 
special course In seaplane flying and 
navigation, etc. When that is finish- 
ed, I expect to be attached to a fast 
cruiser In the Fleet for "SSepp." straf- 
ing and intercepting raiders. 

"I was at the R. N. A, ,S. aero- 
drome, N. London, when the Qothas 
raided It on July 7, and I had lots of 
excitement, as I was up on a cross- 
country flight when the raid wag on. 
Our aerodrome was bombed, and I 
saw the raiders In their formation. 

"The war Is a very serious thing 
here now; no monkey business and 
crops everywhere, which is rotten. for

Dr. Robert Bell, Scl. '61, Med. '78, who 
died on Juno 18, at his country home 
near Portage la Prairie. Manitoba, 
had just entered upon his 77th year. 
By his. death Science in Canada and 
In the world lias lost one of Its most 
Illustrious sons. Bom iii Toronto, of 
a family having strong scientific in- 
stincts, at the age of sixteen he en* 
tered the Oeologlckl Survey, then di- 
rected by Sir William Logan, aiid with 
alight intermission he gave his best 
efforts to further. Its^aims for upwards 
of fifty years^#ittai'nllig.,ultlipately the 
responsible position of tho head of tho 
department as Acting Director fbf sev- 
..-riil years before his retirement in 
1907. 

He had the good fortune ito.. be a 
pupil of some of the most distinguish- 
ed men of science of his time, includ- 
ing fir. Lyon Playfalr, of Edinburgh 
University, and Dr. Sterry Hunt, of tho 
Geological Survey, one of the. most 
eminent chemists this continent has 
produced; besides Sir William Logan 
as a geologist. Not content with a 
thorough knowledge of the different 
branches of physical science,, he fur- 
ther took a course in mèdicine, grad- 
uating M.D. at McGUl. 

It was as a geographer that he at- 
tained the highest distinction, ahd as 
such he did very extensive field work 
from Labrador on the East, to the 
Rocky Mountains on the West. He 
made surveys of the rivers Athabaaka. 
Slave, Chure^llf, Beaver, Nelson, Win- 
nipeg, ^Hay^,- Albany, English, Nlpe- 
gon, Kenogaml, and Moose; also track 
surveys of some of the largest lakes. 
Including Great Slave "Lake. Atha- 
banka. Osnoburg, Nipegon, Lake of 
the Woods. ' The Bell river, 'Victoria, 
was officially named after him. He 
went as medical officer n« well as 
Natur&llst and Geologist, with the ex- 
peditions to Hudson's Bay, of the 
"Neptune," the "Alert," arid the "Di- 
ana." His knowledge of the various 
Indian tribes was very extensive, and 
his noti>a on their languftge, customs 
and religious observances are most 
valuable, and it is hoped, they will In 
due time be published. All the honors 
within the reach of an eminent scien- 
tist came to Aim. The highest of all 
was the F.R.S. He was made also an 
LL.D. of Cambridge University, and 
obtained the King's Gold Medal of the 
Royal Geologlcàl Society and the Cul- 
lum Gold Medal of the American Geo- 
graphical Society, one of the blue rib- 
bons of, science. 

Dr. Bell waa a prolific, writer to 
scientific Journals, and. magazines; but 
it Is specially in his annual reports to 
the government, during the fifty years 
of his active connection wit'h the Geo- 
logical Survey, that his best literary 
and scientific work was done. He 
continued to make his winter home in 
Ottawa, .although, of late years he has 
been much àbr'oàds with; his family.

tu preach at a villag-', and being fond 
of snuff, turned his back to the wind 
in order to indulge in his habit.

The speaker, having put everyone 
In a good humour by telling these 
stories, then proceeded to a more ser- 
ious vein. He was at the banquet, he 
said, as a student, and could think of 
no greater pleasure than that of ad- 
dressing men as one of themselves. 
In meeting freshmen. Dr. Adam stat- 
ed, he was reminded of his own 
freshmen days, when meetings sucn 
as this would have been a great help 
to the students. These social affairs 
create an atmosiAere of warmth and 
welcome and thaw out the first year 
men, who learn to regard the students 
Pf the upper years not as demigods, 
but Just "fellows." 

We must remember the great privi- 
lege we enjoy a* students. "Tou." 
said Dr. Adam, "are living. In the most 
momentous period, one of transition 
such as the world has never known. 
The things that bound the world to- 
gether have hecome 'molten, in the 
great melting pot of war. Jt is for 
you to shape them." The speaker w^s 
thankful to say that everywhere the 
studenu were rising to the occasion. 
While going through the United States 
colleges, twenty>flve or thirty 6f 
which he had visited since last Christ- 
mas, the supreme fact that was Im- 
pressed upon him was the profound 
sense of religion and seriousness he 
found there.

How Flight Sub-Lleutenanta Oeorce 
H. Ilodeaon and Lindsay Ciurduii, two 
McGill men with tl>e Royal Naval Air 
Station at F«ll.\slowe, ICiigland, !>uc- 
ceeded in rescuing two aviators who 
had been lout at sea fur five days, is 
told in a letter from tlie furaier to 
his mother: 

"Since liiat writing i have been kept 
pretty busy with une thing and an- 
other. In fact, Lindsay and C h:id 
quite an exciting expcrlenco on Tues- 
day last. While returning from piitrol 
towards the Dutch coast Lindsiiy Haw 
somctlilng In the water, so wc came 
down low to investigate, and found it 
to be a wrecked aeroplane upside down 
with two men sitting on a float. We 
landed near, and I was Just congi-atu* 
laliiig myself on niaklhg' a good land- 
ing in a rough sea, when We hit a 
big wave and wc got ah awful thump. 
Wo went over to the wreck, and man- 
aged to get the two poor chaps aboard 
our machine. When I tried to get oft 
again I found the sea was too rough, 
and I almost crashed the machine 
helplessly, so the only' thing to do was 
to start running along th^ water slow- 
ly for- (he shore, as we were then 
about forty miles from land. How* 
ever, after towing 'for 'three hours and 
a half we got to the stiipping channel 
and got' in^tow of a ship. It- was Just 
in timet too, as our boat had several 
hole's In her and was '-leakln» badly. 
We got the rescued men on board thé 
tràwWr, and'tHeii got on ourselves. 'We 
were all drenche'd to the skin, ' so we 
changed 'oiir clothing for' dry ones. Af- 
ter getting sumo brandy to warm up. 
we started fci'.' home,' Tho two poor 
fellows wo picked up had been adrift 
for five days' ' and nights on the 
wrecked machiné, and all' they had to 
eat was a very Utile malted milk', 
drinking also se* water. How on cart li 
they lived lhrou||h it no one knows. 
They collapsed ' aa won M they got 
aboard our machine, and were danger- 
ously ill for a couple of days after 
reaching here, but tu-day I was In 
talking to them fol- qtiite n while, and 
they have improved wonderfully. Our 
machine, which was towed in by an- 
other trawler, was more or less wreck- 
ed, but I think a couple of lives worth 
more than a machine, don't you? 
Morris' (the officer's) people, have 
been down to London to see him sev- 
eral ' times. He was report^ missing 
in the casualty list a week ago to- 
day. Lindsay and I have ' only had 
two patrols together. The first time 
we bombed a Hun Sub., and on the 
second we had the above excitement. 
I must add that though the sea w.ts 
quite rough, I was not the Icist bit 
sick, and, In fact. I must have been 
too busy to think of sea-sickness. I 
think also that the brandy on board 
the trawlers helped me out a lot."

sorbed his philosophy and with him 
^^dmlred I'lato and discussed Des- 
cartes. Mure was a deeply read meta- 
pliysician, and the human soul was 
IiIm con.stant subject of meditation, 
.lohn l''inch, a younRcr brother of the 
Mcneiigc Finch, whti became Lord 
Chancellor and Earl of Nuttlniiham, 
and Thumaa Baines, of a family 
which sent three suns to Cambridge. 
WLTc the two pupilH who deliKhtt'd 
More. While under Moro'jj tuition 
they became united in a frlciulship 
which lasted throughout their IIvcb. 

Dr. Mallock follows the adventures, 
wandcrlnSR <ind studies of these two 
men throughout their lives in an in- 
leresting way. The author has writ- 
ten eleven chapters on the . touching 
history of tills friendship, all of which 
ir« well stored with fragments . of 
history, never brought into order. He

Is no evidence 
to support (his- view in Harvey's will, 
and no history that ho aver used such 
preparations' In bis lectures, and con- 
cludes that these tablea ' belonged to 
Sir John Finch and pamM fnim'Mm 
to Dnnlel, Cnri of Not) Ingham, hin 
nephew, who took tlicm to h\a grent 
house of Bur1cy-on-lIie-IIill, The 
Time? says that 

"The history of the production of 
i.lie book Jpsorvcti to bo told. Dr. 
Archibald Jl.iIIocli is a Can.ndinn who 
enme in Knpland In the Can.^dIiln 
Army Medical Corps. In which lie la 
now a coptnln. Tie wns stationed at 
Burlcy-on-thc-IIill In charge of a 
Fmall hospital for officers, nnd so had 
the opportunity of becoming familiar 
with the portrnitti and other treasures 
nf the Flnrh family.

Adam, 1 was at Yprea, and standing on 
a hUl 1 saw the light going on trom 
Ypres to Menin. There could be seen 
the activity of the Y.M.C.A., where 
Canadians and other troops of the Em- 
pire were doing their bit against the 
gaa-shells of the foe. While at the 
front, the speaker witnessed an aerial 
combat In which twelve aeroplanes 
took part. The Germans, he was glad 
to aay, vanished into the clouds of 
whicb they are particularly tond. In 
the front line trench he spoke to a 
man who promptly informed him that 
be must not talk aloud, as the Ger- 
mans were light In Iront, ànd only 
twenty yards away. As they went 
down a communication trench the 
Germans shelled them, and they 
brushed the dust of the bombardment 
from their clothes. 

It waa a great ttUng, said Dr. Adam, 
.to see the attitude of the men who 
have been through fire. There are 
no complaints. The men fighting Brit- 
ain's battles now are men to be proud 
of. Canada .too, has leapt into a po- 
sition of illustrious service such aa no 
Canadian ever dreamed of. 

We here must play our part in pre- 
paring for tlie coming of the new day. 
The first streaks of dawn are show- 
ing in the sky. As men privileged, 
there ia a vast deal expected of us. 
There are moral problems ahead In 
the period of reconstruction whicb on- 
ly men can solve, men who . have 
learned to live and who cain concen- 
trate on their work. We cannot aolve 
these problems except aa they have 
already been solved in our own per- 
sonality. 

Some men are helping the world -up 
all the time; some are^ keeping it 
down all the time; others are doins 
both with a varying margin on one 
cide or the other. We are either an 
tisset to or a mortage in the problème 
of to-morrow. The world has loat 
confidence. 

The tie that makes the world cohere 
is broken. The whole world la held 
together by confidence, which Is the 
basis of business and diplomacy. Now 
international law, Jurisprudence, and 
diplomacy have broken down, and no- 
thing Is left. Only the Integrity and 
consecrated personality of man can 
bring back the lost confidence. That 
man Is defrauding the world who does 
not become mentally and' morally ser- 
ious. The frivolous minded man Who 
takes nothing seriously is bringing a 
morigage to the world — not a con 
tributlon. 

Four things are supremely neces 
aary to the new day of progress. First 
Is the rediscovery of the secret of the 
fulness of life— how to find happt 
ness. Most men do not know this ae 
cret, they are off the track. It Ilea in 
living a straight, clean life, and we 
must bring this about ourselves. 
'Secondly, there is the re^interpre- 
tatlon of the meaning of success. A 
false idea of success csauses a great 
deal of misery. Most men to-day say 
success means to get rather than to 
give. But getting is only a by-pro- 
duce of fidelity. We must revlee our 
estimate of success, the multi-mil 
llonatre Is not the supreme example 
of success. What we . need to-day Is 
fearless living. Why should all the 
sacrifice be made on the battlefield, 
and not In private life? 

Thirdly, is the re-lnterpretatlon of 
the meaning of democracy. The word 
needs recolning. Dr. Adam said he be 
llevcd In democracy, but It needed 
a larger Interpretation. It con only be 
the flower of religious faith, and an 
atheistic democracy can have no life 
—It must have the quickerting of re 
llglon. ^ \ 

Fourthly, we need a new interpre 
tatlon of the meaning of univeriiallam. 
It should be regarded, not as a sub 
stitute for nationalism, but as an out' 
growth of it. We realise that the 
Germans, for example, are part of the 
human race. What we are cruahing is 
not the German people, but militar- 
ism. 

The speaker then went on to de 
scribe liow he saw ' the American aoi- 
diers oil Trafalgar Square, . and ex 
claimed, "What a glorious sight.' 
This unity should not only be for 
now, but for afterwards. Are we 
willing to pay the price in our inner 
life? Let us rise to the occasion and 
Join with the honest man for the fu- 
ture in the distance, and the good that 
we can do! 

The speaker then concluded his re- 
marks amidst great applause. Mr. 
Walsh, in thanking Dr. Adam, ex- 
pressed his regret, since this was the 
first time the latter had spoken to 
McGlll men, that so many men were 
away, enjoying their Thanksgiving 
dinners at home. He then Introduc- 
ed Dr. Adam, of Emmanuel Church, 
a brother of~the previous speaker. 

Dr. Adam stated' that one speech 
from one member of one family In one 
night was sufficient,' and that his re- 
marks would be brief. He rose to 
greet the freshman aa a newcomer 
himself, 'since he was about to be In- 
ducted at Emmanuel Church. He told 
a story of a Highlander who had been 
over-anxious to go over the top oxiA 
had had an arm shattered. He was 
weeping as he walked back, and . on 
being asked,' "Surely you are not cry- 
ing because you're wounded, Jockr 
Ho aifswered, "Look at piy arm, and 
I haven't killed a — - German yet" 
This was to show that. the man who. 
"goes over" before his time isjikely 
to i^t crippled. 

The next Item- on the programme 
was the singing of "Come, flu your 
glasses up," which was followed by 
the toast, "Our boys at the front,"
